The Japanese resolution, after de- 
claring the present situation a men- 
ace and accusing the Japanese of ‘con- 
stant violations of the gentleman's 
agreement, especially in the increas- 
ing number of picture brides, sums up 
the legions’ demands thus: 

1—Cancellation of the gentleman's 
agreement. 

2-—-Hxclusion of picture brides, 

8—Rigorous exclusion of Japanese 
as immigrants. : 

4—Confirmation and legalization of 
the policy that Asiatics shall be for- 
ever barred from American citizen- 
ship. 

5—Amendment to Section 1 of Ar- 
ticle 14 of the federal constitution, 
provdiing that no child born in the 
United States of foreign parents, shall 
be considered an American citizen, un- 
less both parentsa re of a race that 
is, eligible to citizenship. 

Nor will the matter rest with this 
going on record, for the resolution 
instructs the California delegates to 
the legion’s national convention to do 
their best to get action there: 

The Japanese resolution was the 
most outstanding that came before the 
delegates, but there were many others 
of significance which went-through. 

Among the demands formally voiced 
were the following: 

To maintain the legion’s neutrality 
in disputes between factions of capi- 
tal and labor. 

To prohibit foreign language news- 
papérs, unless they print English 
translations. 

To make Armistice Day, November 
11th, a state and national holiday. 

To legalize fifteen round boxing 
bouts. 

To give ex-service men $1000 prop- 
erty tax exemption. 

To secure increased allowances for 
men on the retired list. 

To ask the governor of California 
to aid in forest conservation, 

To support the Boy Scouts. 

To secure dishonorable discharges 
instead of honorable discharges for 
conscientious objectors, 

To secure subsistence and allow- 
ance ffom the government for dis- 
abled soldiers. under treatment at
